Robert McMurray, for many years 
4i newspaper man in Indianapolis, was 
found dead in his room at 305 North 
Illinois street, yesterday, says the In­ 
dianapolis Star. 
McMurray for sev­ 
eral months was city editor of the 
Democrat in Ruskville. 
Friends be­ 
lieve be suffered a stroke of paralysis 
but Coroner Blackwell has not deter­ 
mined the cause of death and may 
hold an autopsy. 
Mrs. Julia Brooks, in whose board­ 
ing house he had roomed for six 
months, was probably the last person 
to see him alive. 
She talked to him 
about 9 o’clock yesterday morning, 
when he complained of severe pains 
and asked for something to eat. 
She wanted to 
call a 
physician, 
but McMurray said he was not ser­ 
iously ill and thought he would feel 
all right after breakfast. Mrs. Brooks 
told him he had not been taking good 
care of himself during the past few 
weeks and he said he realized the fact 
and promised to 
watch his 
health 
closer in the future. 
A fter preparing breakfast for him, 
Mrs. Brooks went down town and told 
ethers in the house to 
watch him. 
They possibly forgot the instructions 
and Mrs. Brooks found him dead y es­ 
terday afternoon about 2 o’clock. Ilis 
body was lying in front of a dresser 
and the partially eaten breakfast was 
on the table. 
McMurray entered the newspaper 
tieHl when a boy and served as police 
rm>orter on the Indianapolis Sentinel 
for a number of years. He was also 
employed as a reporter and later as 
copy reader on several other papers. 
He is survived by a married sister, 
Mrs. Clarence Plumb, who lives in 
Chicago and was notified.

But None of it Was Found 


at His Death. 


As several old residents of Ilush- 
ville today commended the “splendid 
lay” of the new People’s or factory 
addition, the wonder was expressed 
by one or two as to who w’ould get 
the lot which contained Zachariah 
Hodge’s money. 
John F. Moses, Charles W orthing­ 
ton and Jefferson C arr all said at the 
Y. M[. C. C. headquarters that they 
remembered 
the 
conviction 
which 
existed in the minds of the people of 
Rushvilie 
some 
yeajrs 
ago 
that 
Zachariah Hodge had buried consid­ 
erable money on the tract. 
He lived 
as a bachelor in a small house, near 
the present Posey residence, which 
goes with the lot sale. 
A fter Mr. Hodge’s death relatives 
came to Rushvilie from an Eastern 
State. 
Although they declared that 
Mr. Hodge had accumulated consid­ 
erable money as a ship carpenter, and 
although he was known to be eco­ 
nomical in his habits, no trace of 
w hat he ever did 
with his money 
could be found. 
Rushvilie had no 
banks in those days of the early 4(f-> 
and the burying of money to safe­ 
guard it was not an uncommon prac­ 
tice. 
The ground was dug up in several 
places then in an effort to find the 
money buried by Mr. Hodge, but it 
was never found. 
It shows evidence 
of the digging to this day.

of a great price, even the precious 
blood of CilHst. paid for our redem p­ 
tion, all who receive Him are thus 
born from above and become citizens 
of tha t holy city the new Jerusalem 
(Johm J, 12.

Efforts of Many “Short” Traders to 


Extricate Themsejves From the Un- 
/ 
/ 
looked-For “Squeeze” in, September 


Wheat Is Described by Onlookers as 


Nothing Short of Pitiful— The Quiet 


“Corner” Is Ascribed to an Eastern 


Man Who Was Taking Revenge For 


Past Losses. 


Chicago, Oct. 1.—Lacking none of 
the features of former years when 
“Old Hutch,” Cudahy, Partridge and 
! others were wont to explode bomb- 
j shells 
under 
the 
trade, 
a 
wheat 
j “squeeze” yesterday disturbed the en­ 
nui of speculative routine with a 14- 
j cent advance in the September option 
on the board of trade here. 
I 
It was the cleanest cut of any cor- 
I ner in many years. The so-called Pat­ 
ten deal of last spring was an open 
secret long before final delivery day, 
but what happened yesterday came 
out of a clear Sky. 
September wheat 
had been lagging toward the end with 
every evidence of ebbing vitality. For 
a month there had been practically 
nothing doing in the option. An occa­ 
sional ignored bid at or slightly above 
the m arket price infrequently devel­ 
oped traces of nervousness in the 
tone, but the general tranquility was 
undisturbed. 
September closed Wed­ 
nesday at $1.06 and sluggishly slept 
through most of yesterday’s session 
slightly above that figure. In a vague 
sort of way there was known to be a ' 
short interest out, but that some par­ 
ticular individual or clique had secur­ 
ed control of the long side was un­ 
dreamed of by all not in the deal. 
The trader or traders in control are 
said to have held about 1,000,000 bush­ 
els, while the scattered short interest 
ran between five and ten millions, ac­ 
cording to the average expert guess on 
the subject in the absence of actual 
figures. In volume this does not begin 
to compare with some deals which 
board of trade history reveals, but in 
compact efficiency it is said to be the 
peer of any. 
No colossal winnings or 
losses are involved, although some of 
the weaker shorts were hard hit when 
“shoe-string” 
resources 
are 
consid­ 
ered. The efforts of some of these to 
extricate themselves during the last 
frenzied half hour were described by a 
spectator as pitiful. A small sum mul­ 
tiplied into comparatively heavy losses 
with distressing rapidity. 
September was $1.07 when the riot 
of the shorts began. 
Conditions had 
been bearish, and although Septem­ 
ber had held sturdily in price, shorts 
still believed the break would come. 
Receipts .in the northwest continued 
heavy and Europe refused to buy, a 
situation usually followed by lower 
prices. "As the final moment of the 
trading month drew near and the 
break did not materialize the true con­ 
dition of affairs became apparent. 
One long with 5,000 bushels to his 
credit snatched his profit at $1.10 and 
then watched what became of his sale. 
In the next thirty minutes it changed 
hands twenty-eight times on an ad 
vancing scale. 
The last man who se­ 
cured it paid $1.20 for it. 
Before it 
rested in his hands brokerage commis­ 
sions alone on the various transfers 
aggregated $350. 
One of the most influential traders 
on* the board waited until the top had 
been reached and then delivered the 
actual wheat at $1.20—100,000 bushels 
of it. 
Little wheat came out until 
$1.18 was reached. 
At this figure and 
above a neat profit was garnered, de­ 
liveries amounting to 165,000 bushels 
going to scattered interests. 
It was 
necessary to extend the delivery peri­ 
od three times before the last account 
was squared. 
The hour for delivery 
of actual wheat is from 1:30 to 2 p. m. 
It was 3:45 before the last transfer 
had been made. 
While several firms are reported to 
have profited by the deal, common re­ 
port credited control of September to 
an eastern man. 
This trader is said 
to have bought around a dollar and to 
have recouped nicely money lost two 
years ago in an attempted “squeeze” 
which failed. 
He is likewise said to 
have been the man who made July 
shorts come io his terms at New York 
last summer. 
In some quarters it is 
insisted that the deal which ended 
yesterday was manipulated by Chicago 
interests. Confirmation of either story 
is not obtainable.

It is q u ite ap p arent that drap eries 
of all kinds—tu nics, p anniers, ov eY- 
skirts and fichu s—are the distinctiv e 
note of the p resent sty les, say s Mrs. 
Clara E. Simeox in the Delineator for 
Octob er. The tu nics, which are many 
and v ariou s, are reserv ed mostly for 
v isiting g owns and hou sedresses. In 
some instances the effect of a tu nic 
is achiev ed b y a comb ination of two 
materials, net and silk, for ex ample, 
or cashmere and silk, wherf in reality 
the skirt is cu t in one and the dra­ 
p ery is a mere op tical delu sion. The 
most p op u lar tu nic is the one that is 
drap ed rather low, leav ing the hips 
free. A g ood many short p anniers 
are b eing shown—g ay p laid silks and 
cameo checks cau g ht intd the b elt at 
the Center of the front and b ack and 
stop p ing ju st b elow the hips on the 
sides. Bu t only a v ery slig ht woman 
can safely v entu re on a drap ery of 
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this kind, so they hav e p rov ed b y no 
means p op u lar. 
A far more plau sib le v ersion of the 
p annier reaches almost to the hem 
of the skirt at the sides. It is g ener­ 
ally made of straig ht widths of the 
material festooned 
carelessly 
ov er 
the skirt—-cau g ht into the b elt at one 
place, knotted at another, or fastened 
b y a b ow, a b u tton or a rosette at 
some cru cial point ju st as it seemed 
ab ou t to wander off aimlessly into 
some new kind of a train or steamer.

Ov er the cou nty prob ab ly three- 
fou rths of the wheat is p rob ab ly 
sown. 
As the farmers 
hav e 
b een 
among their corn more du ring the 
seeding season they can now g iv e 
b etter estimates of the crop than b e 
fore. 
Sev eral ob serv ant men, who 
had insp ected the 
crop with 
care, 
were as^ed as to the p rob ab le y ield. 
They state that they b eliev e the av er­ 
ag e for the whole cou ntry will b e 
no less than fifty b u shels p er acre.

As there are so many women who 
prefer really what is called “straight­ 
away” sewing to the more intricate 
stitches of embroidery, I have found 
it desirable to suggest a few little 
trifles which may be made at small 
cost and at little tronble. 
My object 
ia telling you about these things is 
to put before yon the daintiest, yet at , 
the same time the simplest, articles < 
that I can, so that even at the very 
last moment my suggestions might be 
of some use. 
To-day there are two workbags to 
which I wish to call your attention, 
^ue Is made entirely of a single hand­ 
kerchief. 
This is a silk in a pretty 
shade of violet and is very large—the 
largest procurable. 
The hemstitched 
corners are allowed to hang to form 
a trimming for the bag, as the hand­ 
kerchief is caught up la the middle of 
each side. The creases thus made are 
sewn together and the bag 
so 
ar­ 
ranged that it will open sufficiently, 
hut not enough to spread out perfect­ 
ly flat. 
Bone rings, which may be 
procured for a few cents the dozen are 
fastened on each corner and each 
side. 
There are eight 
in all, 
and 
through these a piece of broad violet 
ribbon is run. 
To get the corners right you lay a 
large handkerchief out straight and 
ptok up the middle of each side so 
that the corners fall and the loose 
sides may be tacked together.

I think, however, that this is 
hardly necessary, for the basket is so 
satisfactory, and it serves so well to 
keep everything separated.

Inches longer than a bed quilt is wide, 
split it exactly in the center, hem­ 
stitch both pieces (making the hem 
two inches wide) on all but the sel­ 
vage edges, and you have two pretty 
comfort protectors costing about six 
cents each. 
A monogram or a pretty 
linon lace edge adds to the dainty 
effect. 
Baste the selvage edge along 
the under side of the top of the com­ 
fort, draw it smoothly down over the 
right side and tack at the corners and 
iower edge of the hem.

The Jersey Dress. 
The Jersey dress has been met with, 
but it has not been carefully intro­ 
duced.

hardly to be regarded as a coming 
fashion—it is here.

It will be found a favorite and encour­ 
aged for any length of time, its place 
is within the present fashion period 
and its time is now.

To Have the Floor the Darkest Tone 
Is Alw ays a Safe Decorative Rule 
to Follow. 


A floor should be the lowest or 
darkest tone in the room, then the 
walls and the ceiling the lightest or 
highest. 
This is the natural way and 
the safest to follow as a general rule. 
It gives a feeling of firmness and sol­ 
idity to the floor, whereas, if the or­ 
der is reversed and the floor is lighter 
than the ceiling, one feels that the 
ceiling is coming down on one's head 
and that dodging is the only way to 
escape a blow/ 
The floor should sup- 
post the walls in color as well as in 
fact, but care must be taken not to 
make the mistake of thinking that 
strength of color is obtrusiveness of 
color. 
Strength of color in the right 
place will make the scheme of decora­ 
tion a successful and satisfying on©, 
but obtrusiveness of color will make 
a hopeless failure of it, declares a 
writer in the Woman’s Home 
Com­ 
panion. 
The chief color of the rug should 
be the chief color of the walls—not 
necessarily the same tone, but har­ 
monizing tones of the same shade. 
If 
the walls are a soft yellow, a rug with 
different shades of brown, and to give 
the needed note of contrast, dull soft 
red and blues would look well in the 
room. 
This kind of rug would also go 
well with green or blue walls. 
The 
proportion of the different colors in a 
rug may make or mar it for one’s 
special use. 
In choosing a rug it is 
best to have a feeling of one predom­ 
inant color, with the other colors add 
Ing the snap that contrast gives and 
forming a harmonious and delightful 
whole. 
Before finally deciding on a rug, ask 
to have it sent to the house to try 
in the spot for which it is intended, 
because what looks quite wonderful 
in the shop may prove quite unsatis­ 
factory in the house. 
Be sure to try 
it with the light against the nap and 
then with it; one will be astonished 
to see what a difference in the appear­ 
ance of the rug it makes.

It is wisdom that is slow in coming, 
for you can’t make the sensitive girl 
believe that the slights directed her 
way are not intended. 
She is so sure 
in her mind that her grievance is just 
that argument is hopeless. 
Indeed, argument is hopeless most 
of the time with the sensitive girl. 
If you number such a one among your 
friends or in your 
family, try 
to 
change her way of looking at 
the 
world, instead of arguing with 
her 
that her grievances are groundless. 
Try to get her to see that the world 
is too big and people too busy to be 
occupied in thinking up ways to hurt 
her feelings, and that in the 
main 
people are too kind to do such things 
anyway. 
The idea that people are 
continually shooting arrows her way 
comes frequently from 
an 
overde­ 
veloped ego. 
She believes other peo­ 
ple are thinking as much about her­ 
self as she is. and their words and 
actions she misconstrues as directed 
to herself, when the probability 
is 
they never had her in mind at all nor 
thought of such a construction being 
put upon their conduct. 
This is particularly true In bus! 
ness. 
Business people are 
entirely 
too rushed to mince words or to con­ 
sider how people may take what they 
say. 
The sensitive girl ie extremely 
foolish to think every unkind word. 
every slur about poorly done work or 
slowness Is directed at her. 
Rest as 
sured if her work doesn’t suit, she 
will hear directly from her employer. 
He won t beat around the bush about 
it. 
And she needn’t, torture herself 
with the thought that he is whipping 
her over somebody’s else’s shoulders 
Common sense and a philosophical 
spirit are good cure* for sensitive­ 
ness. 
But these are the very quanti 
cations the sensitive girl hi apt to 


lack. The beat thing to help her Is to 
mix with the world and with people, 
to get a big, broad view of life where­ 
in she will aee how extremely small 
she and her affairs are. 
This 
will 
gradually give her a saner and more 
rational viewpoint and her 
extreme 
sensitiveness will disappear. She will 
become much happier, much 
more 
companionable. 
The 
sensitive 
girl 
should endeavor to get this view of 
life, for she is making herself wretch­ 
ed over things which in the main do 
not exist, for most of the slights and 
wounds to her feelings are imaginary, 
not reaL And it is a pity to spoil life 
with imaginary ills.

flan n el 
fo r 
sto ck in stead o f bu rlap . 
After the in tro du ctio n o f can to n 
dev elo p ed the glo v e at o n ce ju mp ed 
n to the p o p u lar fav o r an d n o w fac­ 
to ries emp lo y in g all the way fro m 1 
two o r three wo men an d girls to o n e 
hu n dred an d ev en two hu n dred are 
emp lo y ed in mak in g can to n glo v es. 
The clo th is bo u ght in case lo ts co n ­ 
tain in g abo u t 12 hu n dred y ards to the 
case, an d is in abo u t half a do zen 
differen t weights fro m 6 o u n ces to 
12 an d 14 o u n ces to the y ard.

cu ttin g is do n e o n a p o wer p ress cu t­ 
tin g fro m o n e to two do zen p air at a 
time.

A n ew p air 
can be bo u ght in the mo rn in g an d still

than a leather glo v e co stin g ten times 
as mu ch. They are also wo rn by wo ­ 
men who do sweep in g o r wo rk in 
flo wers o r o u t do o r wo rk .

For a long time th e fam iliar vari­ 
ety of laundry bag, done in two colors, 
embroidered and h eld togeth er at th e 
neck by a string, h as been an item 
among th e h oliday gifts.
